REMARKS 

to an Office Action dated February 26, 2003, (pap" 4) the Examiner rejected 
claims 15-17 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time that the applicaion was filed, bad 
possession of the claimed invention. In particular, the Examiner stated that the 
specification tacks "splitting the multimedia stream" of claims 15 and 23. The Examiner 
rejected claims 1-26 under 35 U.S.C. 8102(e) as being anticipated by Lou et al. (U.S. 
patent no. 6,370,666, hereinafter referred to as "Lou"). The Examiner rejected claim 27 
under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Lou. The rejections and objections 
are traversed and reconsideration is hereby respectfully requested.
